The Arkansas Gazette, which joined 


The Star last year in the battle against 
the County Judges association and 
their acts of bankruptcy against the 
state government, prints the follow- 
ing editorial Monday morning under 
he title, "No 'Turnback" From Re- 
funding Bonds": 


An amendment to the Brown re- 


funding bill, offered by Mr. Evans of 
Pope county and adopted1 by 
the 


House, would appropriate $250,000 out 
of highway funds as a county turn- 
back on the "proceeds" of a nominal 
sale of $2,000,000 of 'state highway 
bonds last fall. 


If the county highway funds are en- 


titled to 12Ms per cent of that $2,000,000, 
then if the state succeeds in refunding 
the 147,000,000 of oustand'ing improve- 
ment district bpnds, the counties will 
have an equally valid claim on state 
highway revenues for $5,375,000, repre- 
senting 12% per cent of the par value 
of Ike refunded district issues. 


The state has made no actual sale of 


highway bonds since last July 
What 


it did last fall was to exchange $2,- 
000,000 of maturing improvement dis- 
trict bonds which it had no funds to 
redeem. The transaction was a re- 
funding operation pure and simple. 
It yielded no proceeds. No money 
came int othe state treasury from 
which to pay the counties a turnback, 
any more than money will come into 
the st^te treasury and be available for 
turnback purposes from the proposed 
$«,flOO,QQ(il refunding arrangement. 


Jf the legislature should finally pass 


a refunding act containing the Evans 
amendment or its equivalent, that 
$250,000 would have to come out of
